The Democratic party is the party of 
the Constitution, the party of liberty, the 
party ot reform, the party of peace. Of 
course it has its marplots and its 
Bourbons like parties; but its tem- 
per is growing more and more moderate 
and ita course is onward. The only test 
we make of Democratic fellowship is that 
a man shall vote the Democratic ticket. It 
he does that he is a good enongh Democrat 
for us; and we shall always welcome him 
whether he is a returned prodigal come 
back afier an unsuccessful hunt after a bit 
of nigger wool or h disgusted Radical who 
has got too much nigger wool in a yain 
search after freedom. 

Tests are fallacious always. Ifa man is 
a good man, a reliable man, a well-mean-
